I fact that one man based his claim 
I for a pension on Hhe ground that 
he had taken rheumatism as a result 
of washing his feet while serving in 
the army. The 'bill granting him a 
pension was passed, notwithstanding. 
I /once knew' another man who de­ 
serted from the Confederate army 
when the fighting became hot and 
went to the other side. He was giv­ 
en a pension on .the ground that ow­ 
ing to his activity at the front his 
eyesight had been injur d by powder 
smoke. While I never believed that 
fellow got near enough the firing line 
to even smell powder smoke, I must 
adm it th at his nerve improved great­ 
ly when 
the 
pension 
time 
came 
around. Another 
conspicuous 
case 
cited by “World’s Work,” is that of 
a veteran who draws a fat pension 
for total deafness and who still 'holds 
down a job as operator in a central 
telephone office. 


One powerfu* influence on the side 
of the pensioners is th at of tho pro­ 
tectionists of the East. Thor. could 
be no excuse for the high duties on 
foreign goods to raise revenue for 
the national government were that 
revenue disbursed on business prin­ 
ciples. An immense surplus must be 
converted into a deficit in order that 
an excuse may be found to tax the 
people for the benefit of the “infant 
industries.” (When the pension roll 
shows signs of dropping off on ac­ 
count of death, same

congressman

through another m easure costing the 
people millions, while the others sim­ 
ply have not the courage to oppose 
anything. They would be held up to 
the scorn of all people who have 
any charitable feeling in their heart 
Therefore, the pension attorneys con­ 
tinue to wax fat, the tariff continues 
to climb and with It the cost of liv­ 
ing, and all the time Jones, the pa­ 
tient, common, everyday 
American 
continues to pay the freight. We be­ 
lieve that the sense of justice has 
been outraged to such an extent that 
the party which takes the bull by the 
horns will be hailed as deliverer by 
the thinking people of the country. 
The applause may not be vociferous 
at first, but when the full force cf 
the reform is realized, and millions 
saved by cutting off fraudulent pen­ 
sioners and making the roll one of 
honor as it should be, that party will 
reap a much bigger reward than any 
the G. A. R. can bestow on the 
bunch that does its bidding.

Pioneer of Sherman fo«m lts Suicide. 
Sherman, Dec. 28.—Thomas Blair, 
76 years old and a resident of Sher­ 
man for forty years, died h< re this 
afternoon from the effects of a dose 
of carbolic acid. He told friends to­ 
day that he was going to leave the 
wrorld but they thought he was jok­ 
ing. He was a blacksmith by trade 
and told the druggist from whom be 
purchased the poison that he wanted 
it to use on a horse’s foot. He went 
to a small shack u t ts e Houston & 
Texas Central crossing on East La­ 
mar street, and asked for a drink of 
water, and it is supposed poured the 
acid into the cup and drank it. As he 
did so. he told those in the shack 
good-bye. 
Medical aid was summoned and he 
was carried to a sanitarium , but died 
shortly after arriving there. He is 
survived by his wife and six chil­ 
dren.
